A PERSONAL CANVASS. 


It seems to be the endeavor of the 


Democratic party so to shape the com- 
ing Presidential contest as to have it 
turn upon ihe personal fitness of the 
candidates and to leave the governing 
principles of the two parties in the 
background.

The counties south of 
Sacramento, from San Joaqnin to San 
Bernardino, expect a total yield greater 
than at any former date. In some 
sections north winds have shrunken 
the grain, but less than was expected. 
The coast counties have planted more 
wheat and less barley than usual. The 
hay crop is satisfactory wherever heard 
from. Potatoes, flax, beans, 
corn, 


sugar beets, etc., are in a most promis- 
ing condition. Fruit cannot be said to 
be a large crop, except in Ventura and 
some other southern counties. Tbe 
peach trees have been much injured by 
frost and curl leaf. Grapevines are 
everywhere heavily laden. 


Betnrning to the outlook for wheat, 


the evidence seems conclusive that our 
surplus for sale will be unusually large. 
In 1878-9, California exported 580,100 
tons of wheat. Last year—1879-80, up 
to July 1st, this year—our exports were 
600,035 tons. From the crop now 
being harvested, we may have not less 
than 800,000 toas for export during the 
next twelve months.
